WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon received Mexican 
President Luis Echeverria to­ 
day and declared that Mexican- 
American friendship is "an in­ 
dispensable cornerstone of U.S. 
foreign policy.” 
The 50-year old Mexican chief 
of state arrived by helicopter at 
the White House and received 
full military honors at the start 
of a visit that includes extended 
talks with Nixon. 
Echeverria, speaking through 
an interpreter, told Nixon of 
what he described as the grave 
responsibilities of leaders 
of 
both the industrialized and the 
developing countries.

Dr. Frank Green advises he 
will speak before the long range 
planning 
committee 
of 
the 
American Medical Association 
at the convention of that group 
in San Francisco Saturday. 
"I will say to this group that 
they need to make a change in 
teaching in America's medical 
schools, and ask them to use 
their influence on congress to 
change this business of drafting 
doctors,” Dr. Green stated. 
The change Dr. Green desires 
the AMA to make in medical 
schools is to quit putting em­ 
phasis on specialists and realize 
the real need in this country is 
for general practitioners, or 
"family practice” medical peo­ 
ple. In medical terms, this is 
known as primary physicians. 
In regard to drafting of doc­ 
tors, Dr. Green will say that 
the Federal government and 
Congress should be convinced 
that there is am obligation to the 
civilian population as well as the 
obligation to the armed forces, 
and the AMA can bring 'thin 
thought to bear on senators and 
congressmen. 
Dr. Green says that releasing 
a great number of MDs being 
held by the government for mili­ 
tary service would make avai­ 
lable thousands of medical peo­ 
ple for primary care. He says 
that many are being forced to 
continue training for specializa­ 
tion because of the draft into 
the armed services. 
Dr. Green believes the AMA 
can use powerful influence in 
'these two areas and bring re­ 
lief to the family practice short­ 
age.

Nixon Requests 
Arms Curb OK 
By Sept. 1 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon asked Congress to­ 
day to approve by Sept. 1 the 
arms curbs he initialed in Mos­ 
cow so broader disarmament 
talks can begin in October. 
Speaking 
informally, 
Nixon 
appeared before dozens of con­ 
gressmen at what he termed an 
unprecedented briefing session 
in the 'State' Dining Room of the 
White House. He had invited 
122 legislators to attend and to 
question the sometimes elusive 
Henry A. Kissinger, Nixon’s na­ 
tional security advisor. 
Most of the invited Senate 
and House members showed 
up. 
In urging approval by Sept. 1 
of a treaty with the Soviets lim­ 
iting defensive strategic arms 
and 
a 
companion 
executive 
agreement to curb offensive 
missiles, Nixon added he was 
not suggesting it should take 
that long. 
But in any case, he said, he 
was hopeful the way could be 
cleared for the beginning of 
talks in October on broadening 
limitations on offensive weap­ 
ons. 
The 
chief 
executive 
also 
urged his audience to fund a 
bigger defense program, saying 
the Soviets have made it clear 
"they are going forward with 
'Offensive programs.” 
Should 
the 
United 
States 
stand pat, or disarm unilateral­ 
ly, the Soviets no longer would 
have any incentive to negotiate 
further arms curbs, he said. 
The 
early-morning 
appear­ 
ances by Nixon and Kissinger 
marked 
the 
latest 
adminis­ 
tration maneuver in 
seeking 
'Congressional approval of "'first 
step” arms accords. 
It was believed to be the 
largest congressional briefing 
session ever held at the White 
House. 


Gloom Hits Hospital Board; 
Emergency Room Coverage Fails 


Prospects of getting medical 
relief and aditiooal health care 
in Rush County in the near fu­ 
ture are bleak, according to 
study of the minutes of the 
meeting of Rush Memorial Hos­ 
tal Board this week. 
The program for emergency 
room coverage to relieve local 
physicians has failed complete­ 
ly as negotiations with medical 
men at Indianapolis have come 
to' a halt. 
Another problem discussed at 
the meeting of the board is the 
increasing number of local peo­ 
ple who are forced to go else­ 
where for medical services off­ 
ered at Rush Memorial because 
they are "doetoring” with medi­ 
cal people from other cities or 
areas. These physicians insist on 
treating their patients in hospi­ 
tals where they hold practice, 
and this cuts in on use at the 
local hospital, it was pointed out. 
During the discussion, it was 


pointed out that Dr. Bondoc, who 
was 
unacceptable 
here, 
has 
been successful in practice at 
'the State Hospital, New Castle. 
Negotiations 
have 
broken 
down completely with doctors 
at Indianapolis who made ap­ 
plication 
to 
give 
emergency 
room service. Applications with 
'the hospital board were com­ 
pleted, according to conversa­ 
tion at the board meeting, but 
broke 'down later on wheft the 
board received word that the 
doctors making application for 
this work, were not interested 
any more. 
"I 
don’t know 
what

pened,” said Board Chairman 
Russell Ruff. ""They made the 
application, the board met their 
terms. Then we get word that 
they were no longer interested 
in coming here.” Ruff said the 
reason they gave was that in 
setting up their1 schedules at 
the hospital, they were “expec- 
ed to do too much.” 


165 Killed In Crashes Of 
Two Jetliners In Asia 


SAIGON (AP) — In the sec­ 
ond Asian air disaster in two 
days, a Cathay Pacific jetliner 
crashed in the Vietnam’s cen­ 
tral highlands today, apparent­ 
ly killing all 81 aboard, in­ 
cluding 17 Americans. 
In West Bend, Wis., a com­ 
pany spokesman said Thomas 
J. 
Kenny, 50, 
president and 
chairman of the board of the 
B.C. Ziegler Co., and five mem­ 
bers of his family were aboard. 
The other members were his 
wife, 
Roberta, 46. 
and their 
children, Kathleen, 21; Daniel 
20'; Mary Jane; 16; and Colleen, 
13. and a friend, Andrew Pick. 
Cathay Pacific in Singapore, 
where the flight originated, also 
listed an Andrew Kenny, but 
the company spokesman said 
that was Pick. 
U.S. helicopter crews who lo­ 
cated and landed at the crash 
scene 
reported 
finding 
some 
bodies but no survivors around 
the wreckage of the four-engine 
Convair 880, military sources 
said. 
The rescue crews were at the 
crash site until shortly before 
dark, when search operations 
were suspended.

Board Advances Plans 
For New School Buildings

A special meeting of the Rush- 
ville Consolidated School Board 
was held Wednesday night at 
the Superintendent’s office to 
consider the petition filed by the 
owners of taxable real estate 
in the school corporation re­ 
questing the issuance of bonds 
by 
Rushville 
Consolidated 
Schools to provide funds for con­ 
struction, equipment, and site 
improvement of the two propos­ 
ed elementary school buildings 
for the school corporation. 
The petition, carried by mem­ 
bers of the school board, was 
signed by 157 taxable real estate 
owners, and calls for bonds in 
an amount not exceeding $988,- 
000.00. 
Upon acceptance and verifica­ 
tion of the petition the board vot­ 
ed to take necessary steps to 
authorize and issue bonds re­ 
quired for the purpose of sub­ 
sidizing the construction pro­ 
ject. 
The members of the board un­ 
animously adopted the Bond Re­ 
solution as 
recommended by 
Ice, Miller, Donadio and Ryan— 
a 'bond counseling firm in India- 
apolis, which was contacted by 
members of the board and the 
corporation’s 
attorney, 
John 
Hughes. 
The resolution sets out that 
general 'Obligation bonds in the 
amoiEnt of $985,000.00 be issued 
in $5,000 denominations. 
The 
bonds would be issued and sold 
under the appelation of "School 
Building Bonds, 1972.’’ The re­ 
solution further notes that inter­ 
est is not to exceed 5 per cent 
per annum, with rates determin­ 
ed by bidders in sealed bids sub­ 
mitted to the board. 
The 1972 bonds would be secur­ 
ed by the Rushville National 
Bank, and sold to the highest

The collision reports appar­ 
ently arose from the fact that 
radar trackers,

saw one blip, then 
two, at the moment of the mis­ 
hap. 
Air searchers then reported 
sighting a silver aircraft tail 
which 
was believed to have 
come from the second plane.

U.S. Halts Hanoi

placed U.S. sources reported. 
Soviet President Nikolai V. 
Podgorny is visiting the North 
Vietnamese capital and diplo­ 
mats in Moscow believe he is 
trying to work out some peace 
arrangement.

U.S. jets struck in northern, 
sections of North Vietnam on 
Wednesday, smashing 14 more 
bridges, leaving fuel depots in 
flames and wrecking scores of 
warehouses, supply trucks, rail­ 
road cars and radar vans, the 
U.S. Command announced. 


400 At Rock 
Concert Clash

after nearly 10.000 concert tick- 
etholders had been admitted to 
the Tucson Community Center. 
Those left outside without tick­ 
ets began to "surge forward,’ 
trying to find ways to enter the 
hall, said Police Lt. 
Robert 
Grant. 
Police officers reported they 
were hit with bricks, stones, 
cans and bottles. Tear gas was 
eventually used to disperse the 
crowd which had fanned out 
around the center complex. 
Six persons were reported ar­ 
rested.

The survey compares playing 
dates through June 11 of this 
season with the coresponding 
number of dates in 1971, elimi­ 
nating the attendance lost dur­ 
ing the strike, which wiped out 
84 games. 
For 'those: parallel, periods, 
major league attendance to- 
creased 
by 
126,867—1.6 
per 
cent—meaning more fans have 
seen games in person this year 
since the strike ended than 
went to the same span of 
games last year. 
But overall attendance has 
been hard hit by the strike, the 
survey shows. Because of the 
lost playing 
dates, 
1,419,249 
fewer fans have been to a 
game this year. 
Even .if the 1.6 .percent in­ 
crease holds for the rest of the 
season, baseball can, expect to 
have a drop of about 1.2 million 
for the entire year.

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Indianapolis9 Unigov Shows Mixed Record

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Uni- 
gov,, Indiana’s experiment in 
metropolitan 
government, 
reaches maturity this year with 
a mixed record. 
It has 
demonstrated marked 
successes in some areas of gov­ 
ernment, and marked failures 
in others. The problem is that 
it doesn’t truly create overall 
metropolitan government. 
T h e 
Indianapolis-Marion 
County 
metropolitan 
govern­ 
ment has 
consolidated 
many 
government services, made it a 
little easier to find out where to 
go to get things done, and re­ 
duced the annuul increases in 
some areas of spending. 
But it has eliminated few of 
the old governmental units, has 
actually increased the number 
of elected government officials, 
and has not consolidated many 
vital services such as schools 
and police and fire protection. 
Property taxes have continued 
to increase, despite minor cuts 
in some of the civil city levies. 
In addition, the number of 
taxing units — combinations of 
municipalities, 
townships 
and 
special service district — has 
grown from 39 to 75 because of 
the extension of some services 
to suburban areas 
Unigov was created by the 
legislature in 1969, when Re­ 
publicans 
had 
the 
strongest 
control 
of 
Indianapolis 
and 
state 
government 
they 
had 
been able to muster in years. 
It increased the area of the 
city of Indianapolis from 84 
square 
miles 
to 
388 
square 
miles, increased the population 
'from just under 500,000 to more 
than 740,000, and changed the 
political makeup of the city 
from about 57 per cent Demo­ 
cratic to about 57 'per cent Re­ 
publican. 
During a two-year transition 
period, it consolidated the legis­ 
lative duties of the old Marion 
County council, county commis- 
sioners and city council into a 
29-member city-county council. 
The 
executive 
duties of the 
county 
commissioners, 
In­ 
dianapolis mayor and some in­ 
dependent boards were consoli­ 
dated and given to the' mayor. 
Unigov 
preserved 
the 
11 
school districts in the county, 
preserved nearly all of the pow­ 
ers 
and 
duties 
of 
the 
in­ 
corporated cities of Lawrence, 
Speedway, 
Beech 
Grove 
and 
Southport 
and 
preserved the 
elected officials and some of 
their duties in the 18 other in­ 
corporated towns in the county. 
With the exception of county 
commissioners, county council, 
city counc.il and city clerk, it 
preserved all of the elected 
county, city and township of­ 
fices in the county.

administrative offices under the 
mayor and his cabinet of six: 
department heads. 
No longer must a citizen won­ 
der where to go to get a chuck- 
hole fixed or a street paved.

Under the old system, when 
the city limits ran down the cen­ 
ter of a part of E ast 42nd 
Street, the lane in the city 
paved with concrete and the 
lane under county jurisdiction 
was paved with gravel and oil. 
Now the street has been im­ 
proved clear across. 
Planning, 
zoning, 
building 
code enforcem ent and. urban, re­ 
newal were handled separately 
in the past, and the various 
agencies often worked at cross 
purposes. 
Now these programs are con­ 
solidated under the Department 
of 
Metropolitan 
Development, 
and a citizen can. go to one 
source and receive a definite 
answer. 
If he doesn’t like the answer, 
he can. appeal — to the city- 
county council itself, in some 
instances. 
In the pre-Unigov days, one 
citizen called five different of­ 
fices and never found out what 
he had to do to get permission 
to connect his house to a new 
sewer line. He went ahead and 
had the connection made. 
Under the new system, be 
should be able to call the De­ 
partment of Public Works and 
get an answer with minimum 
fuss. 
And under the old system, a 
merchant who wanted to sell 
materials to local government 
had to deal with at least four 
different purchasing agencies.

sheriffs deputy

lice force failed early this year. 
A volunteer fire department 
still responds to calls outside 
former city limits (expanded 
slightly in the new special fire 
district) 
because 
there 
has 
been no effort to consolidate 
fire protection. 
Those outside the special san­ 
itation district still must hire 
their own trash collectors. They 
also must put up with maintain­ 
ing their own septic tank sys­ 
tems unless they are served by 
independent 
sewage 
system 
utilities. 
And. no m atter where a. resi­ 
dent lives, he keeps having to 
pay higher property tax bills. 
Mayor 
Richard G. 
Lugar’s 
administration has made much, 
of holding the line on civil city 
tax rates, and even critics of 
Unigov admit this is an accom­ 
plishment. 
But the civil city rates are 
only a part of the total property 
tax levy, which includes school, 
township,

government, 
parks and recreation, library 
and other rates as well. 
The combination of all these 
rates has continued to go up. 
One family lives .in a house in 
the old city of Indianapolis.

Welsh Appears 
Well Ahead Of 
Conrad In Race 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
- 
With less than a week left be­ 
fore the Democrat state con­ 
vention, former Gov. Matthew 
E. Welsh appears to have a 
substantial, lead over Secretary 
of State Larry Conrad in the 
contest for the 
gubernatorial 
nomination. 
An Associated Press poll of 
10 of the 11 Democrat district 
chairmen 
early 
this 
week 
showed Welsh may win the no­ 
mination. by as much as a. 2-1 
margin next Tuesday. 
A similar poll of eight of the 
11 Republican district chairmen 
late last week showed House 
Speaker Otis R. Bowen of Bre­ 
men leading the race for the 
GOP nomination for governor. 
But that poll showed Bowen 
may lack the majority of dele­ 
gates needed to win the nomi­ 
nation on the first ballot. 
A. majority of delegates is 
necessary to win a nomination 
in either party, but the GOP 
field includes five candidates. 
In 
the 
two-man 
Democrat 
race, the leader wins. 
Each district chairman was 
asked to estimate how many 
delegate votes each candidate 
would 
get 
if the 
convention 
were held this week. 
To 
encourage 
candid 
esti­ 
mates, they were assured their 
nam.es and. 'individual, district 
totals would not be revealed. 
One of the Democrat district 
chairmen did not respond. The 
rem ainder 
represent 
districts 
which include more than 90 per 
cent of the 2,152 delegates. 
The totals; 
Welsh 1,260-1,291, or up to 
66.5 per cent. 
Conrad 620-653, or up to 33.6 
per cent. 
Several, of the chairmen in­ 
dicated ranges of up to 25 dele­ 
gates in their estimate, and 
several included a few “unde­ 
term ined” delegates. 
The small number of undeter­ 
mined delegates listed by the 
chairmen cannot be told with­ 
out 
pinpointing 
the 
district 
which, is not included in the 
poll. 
Several of the district chair­ 
men polled already have en­ 
dorsed Welsh. They were asked 
to estimate as realistically as 
possible how many votes Welsh 
actually will get in their dis­ 
tricts. 


Some black politicians have 
charged that Unigov was de­ 
signed prim arily to rob them of 
political power. 


Form er State 
Sen. 
Patrick 
Chavis, a Negro, said this was 
done by shifting the political 
balance in. the city from. Demo­ 
cratic to Republican just when 
blacks were approaching real 
power in the Democratic party. 
Chavis’ theory is that there 
were almost enough black vot­ 
ers to determine the outcome of 
the Democratic prim ary elec­ 
tion, and therefore the city elec­ 
tion. Bringing the whole county 
into the city has reduced the 
black population to 17 per cent. 
Blacks also attacked Unigov’s 
failure to consolidate ¡schools in 
the Indianapolis school deseg­ 
regation case. 
U. S. District Court Judge S. 
Hugh Dillin agreed with them 
in 
part, 
saying

dianapolis city school system 
has a higher and higher propor­ 
tion. of blacks as whites move 
to suburban school districts in­ 
side Unigov. 


Dillin 
questioned

Trees are nature’s air condi­ 
tioning system, providing pro­ 
tection form the direct ray» of 
the sun. Too, there is constant 
movement of water through the 
roots up to the leaves where it 
evaporates and cools the air. 
Cattle will spend more time 
grazing and gain better if adequ­ 
ate shade is available. So, Nel­ 
son suggests, if the herd is not 
in a woods pasture portable pole 
type shades should be provid­ 
ed. 
A supply of clean, fresh water 
in the pastures is also essential. 
Water consumption and daily 
gains will improve if the water 
tank is placed in the shade, 
the animal scientist says. 
Water requirements of beef 
cattle per pound of dry matter 
intake increase greatly as tem­ 
peratures rise. At 60 degrees 
F., 0.46 gallons of water are re­ 
quired per pound of dry matter 
consumed; at 90 degrees F. the 
requirement is nearly doubled.

Having the glass cut exactly to 
size, so that it fits tightly into 
place, can cause cracking or 
breaking at a later time if the 
opening warps or shrinks.

Gently take out all the 
broken pieces that will come 
out fairly easy without tugging. 
The remainder will come loose 
when the old putty is removed. 
Use a heated soldering iron to 
soften any stubborn putty.

In the swamps of Louisiana 
there is a mountain of rock salt 
embedded in the earth's crust 
that is as big as Mt. Everest.

trans­ 
formed into a lush playground 
that attracts tourists from far 
and wide. • 
Avery Isiand, the site of this 
mecca, also is the home of the 
pungent tabasco sauce that has 
helped make the Bloody Mary 
famous and has added a filip to 
egg dishes and seafood cock­ 
tails. We visited the place dur­ 
ing a recent vacation. 
The island, presided over by 
the McUhenny family, who are 
well on their way to becoming 
a major dynasty, has been the 
source of three separate for­ 
tunes, one in tabasco, one in oil 
and the third in the salt. 
The Island was transformed 
into a jungle paradise a num­ 
ber of years ago by the late 
Edward Avery McUhenny head 
of the family. A naturalist and 
authority on wild life. "Mister 
Ned” as be was known to his 
family and legion of retainers, 
spent a sizeable fortune beau­ 
tifying the Island. 
He brought red daisies from 
equatorial Africa, irises from 
Siberia, evergreens from the 
Nile, camellias from France, 
China and Japan. He also de­ 
veloped a colony of egrets that 
has grown to more than a quar­ 
ter million birds and introduced 
the nutrient, a fur-bearing ro­ 
dent from Argentina 
Mister 
Ned’s work is being carried on 
by the present head of the clan, 
Walter S. McUhenny, a retired 
Marine general. 
Avery Island is a striking 
sight with its huge oaks hung 
with Spanish moss, its blaze of 
tropical flowers and the flocks 
of egret and heron. Hunting is 
dot allowed so the birds thrive 
and increase steadily.

Then there are the neatly ter­ 
raced fields that grow the red 
peppers that make up the ta­ 
basco along with salt and vine­ 
gar. The tabasco industry em­ 
ploys about 100 of the island’s 
700' residents—with hundreds of 
temporary workers brought in 
during pepper-picking time. 
As the crop reaches maturity 
in July, the pickers flock to the 
fields and select the peppers. 
They are then mashed and 
packed with a small amount of 
the island salt into venerable 
oak aging barrels, there to mel­ 
low for three or more years. 
Final processing sees the mash 
blended with vinegar, strained 
and bottled. 
The piquant sauce gives a lift 
to many dishes, such as this 
Louisiana crab soup. The rec­ 
ipe has been simplified for light 
housekeepers: 
1 can tomato soup 
1 can green pea soup 
2 cups light cream 
Tabasco to taste 
4 ounces sherry wine 
1 pound lump crab meat (fro­ 
zen or canned can be used) 
Marinate crab meat in the 
sherry for 15 minutes. Mix the 
two cans of soup, gradually 
adding the two cups of cream. 
Add tabasco to taste. Stir until 
all ingredients are thoroughly 
blended. Put in double boiler 
and simmer until soup is hot. 
Add crab meat about five min­ 
utes before serving. Serves four 
persons.

Blast Injures 
27 Coal Miners 
In Alabama 


CONCORD. Ala. (AP) - Two 
tanks of welding gas aciden- 
tally entered a coal crusher in 
U.S. Steel’s Concord mine late 
Tuesday, causing an explosion 
'that .Injured 27' men, a prelimi­ 
nary investigation by govern­ 
ment officials showed today. 
There were no fatalities. Sev­ 
en miners were hospitalized, 
one in critical condition and 
three seriously hurt, hospital 
spokesmen said. 
A U.S. Steel spokesman said 
company mining officials, along 
with, authorities from the U.S. 
Bureau of Mines and a state 
agency made the report, say­ 
ing: 
"A preliminary investigation 
of a minor explosion in the No. 
1 crusher reveals two tanks of 
welding gas used in the normal 
course of mining activities in­ 
advertently entered, the cru- 
flher, along with a quantity of 
coal. 
"Tbe tanks ruptured, releas­ 
ing the gas. which was ignited 
by sparks. A small fire re­ 
sulted. It was immediately con­ 
tained and extinguished." 
A witness said the blast oc­ 
curred in the bottom area of 
the 600-foot level of the 2.300- 
foot-deep mine, where some 30 
to 35 miners were working. Tbe 
Concord mine, which furnishes 
coal for U.S. Steel's massive 
Fairfield Works near Birming­ 
ham, 
employs 
700 
miners. 
About 20 of them were on duty 
at tbe time. 
The mine is 20 m iles west of 
Birmingham near the town of 
Hueytown

Man Given Death Sentence 44 
Years Ago To Be Paroled Soon 


CHESTER. 111. (AP) — David 
Shanks lived under the death 
sentence for 44 years, but es­ 
caped electrocution because he 
was called a “lunatic.” 
He’ll soon be paroled from 
Menard State Prison and the 
first thing he wants to do is get 
some Kentucky fried chicken, 
“if they’ll let me.” 
Shanks is 72. Last year his 
left leg was amputated because 
of diabetes. “All I do now is 
watch television,” he said. 
He was convicted of the mur­ 
der of a female school teacher 
in Chicago in 1928. She was hit 
on the head with a pipe. 
When he got to the prison his 
papers carried a medical-legal 
description commonly used at 
the time—lunatic. It saved his 
life, but the death threat ra- 
mained with these words in 
Shank’s file “sentence until re­ 
covery, then be electrocuted.” 
From 1929 until 1935 Shanks 
was confined to a state insane 
asylum at Chester. When the 
prison got a pyschiatric ward 
he was transferred there. He 
worked as a porter in the pris­ 
on barber shop. 
Shanks always feared that 
someday he 
might be elec­ 
trocuted, said Dr. Tery Brelje, 
administrator 
of 
the 
Psy­ 
chiatric Division of the Illinois 
Department of Corrections. He 
said that Shanks does not pos­ 
sess a high I.Q., but “he is not 
mentally incompetent.” 
Last year Brelje and his staff 
reviewed the cases of the elder­ 
ly inmates of the state prison 
system 
and found 35 
“that 


clearly didn’t seem to belong in 
prison,” Brelje said. He said 
most have been paroled, but 
few “were fearful of life on the 
outside.” 
Shanks' case surfaced earlier 
this year and on March 17 Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie commuted the 
death sentence as “an act of 
compassion.” 
That 
made 
Shanks eligible for parole. 
Brelje said Shanks had in­ 
frequent correspondence with 
only one relative and would be 
placed in a nursing home in the 
Chicago area. State aid will 
pay for his care and it will cost 
less than maintaining Shanks in 
prison, the doctor said. 
“He’s clearly not a threat to 
anyone any longer and this is a 
humanitatrian gesture,” Brelje 
said. “He’ll do all right in a 
nursing home and people will 
be around to see to his needs.” 
The doctor said the date for 
Shanks’ release has not yet 
been determined and “it’s still 
not a reality to him.” He said 
Shanks is like nearly all other 
prisoners in that he wants out. 
“It’s like a ritual, a return to 
humanity.” 
Asked if Shanks would talk to 
a reporter on the telephone, Dr. 
Brelje said, “I’m not sure he’d 
know how to use one.” 
But 
to 
a 
photographer, 
Shanks gave this piece of ad­ 
vice: 
“Do what you want to do, 
just as long as it doesn’t make 
you wind up in here.” 


Connally Heads 
For Australia 
LIMA, Peru (AP) - U.S. 
presidential envoy John B. Con­ 
nally headed for the second 
part of his world tour Wednes­ 
day night, expressing “extreme 
satisfaction” over his talks with 
leaders of six South American 
nations. 
A U.S. Air Force jet airliner 
carrying Connally and his party 
took off en route to Australia. 
Refueling stops were scheduled 
at 
Acapulco, 
Mexico, 
and 
Hawaii. 
The former Treasury secre­ 
tary 
described his 
meetings 
with presidents and top officials 
of Venezuela, Colombia, Brazil, 
Argentina, Bolivia and Peru—. 
the first stops on his tour—as 
“more than satisfactory.” 
In every case, 
he added, 
“we’ve wound up talking in a 
very frank and open manner on 
every problem existing between 
our countries. There’s been no 
limit on the subjects we’ve dis­ 
cussed.” 
Asked the 
specific 
accom­ 
plishments of his talks, Con­ 
nally said “the oil policy of the 
United States might be ulti­ 
mately affected,” as well as 
the U.S. aid program and cof­ 
fee and sugar agreements.
